balance still remains due on the new 
bridge and a large amount of last years 
current bills are yet unpaid. 
The taxes 
of this city are very heavy and will not 
bear increasing. Any relief from taxation 
will be acceptable aud will encourage im- 
! provetnents here. 
That relict cannot be 
obtained by adding to our present bur­ 
dens any larger tax for the pavmeut of 
the principal of the debt; while the fund­ 
ing of the bonds will reduce at once, and 
permanently, the interest charge. 
The figuring of interest for long periods 
of years and then claiming that an imme­ 
diate payment of the bonds would save 
this amount is delusive and a deception. 
It i3 le tter for our taxpayers to use their 
money at the current rates of sevcu or 
eight per cent than to pay it out to the 
bondholders and only save five per cent. 
Again it is true that as to indebtedness 
hereafter to be created the city can only 
inure a debt of tive per cent, of its valua- 


1 tion, but if the present debt be paid ofT is 
it not a probability that some future coun­ 
cil would tak e advantage of the city cred­ 
it to again inure a new debt. 
As matters 
stand now no new debt can be created, 
but with this debt paid off, the tempta­ 
tion would immediately arise for some 
new expenditure to be paid for by the is­ 
sue of bonds. It is very probable that the 
present councilmuy think it wise toleave 
ten thousand dollars of the present debt 
as it now stands with option of payment 
so that the debt may be reduced before 
the new five per cents mature, and this 
would doubtless be a prudent course. 
The funding of the remainder of the 
debt seems to me wise and judicious and 
no tax payer of good sense should oppose 
it. 
By coming forward and supporting 
the measure unanimously at the polls our 
citizens will furnish a strong encourage­ 
ment to the bondholders to purchase the 
new bonds while an apathy on the part 
of the taxpayers may defeat the success 
of the funding measure by discouraging 
the sale of new boncJs.

the air and dropped a rnllo or more away, 
and men, women and children were ruth­ 
lessly picked up and dashes! to death by its 
cruel j oner.

Beyond Sauk Iiftpids the news of tho dis­ 
aster comes in slowly. Thus much bus been 
gathered fr« m a farmer who drove in to 
bring tho woful tidings. 
After destroying

lected a lonely house near ltice's station, 
and here wreaked its utmost fury. 
A joy­ 
ful wedding party was gathered there when 
uns, on nnd unheard tho storm swept down 
upon them and sixteen people wero buried be­ 
neath tb j wreck of falling walls—the lmppy 
man and wife and all their fatal company. 
This was as far as known tho most whole­ 
sale slaughter of the duy.

The whole town of Sauk Rapids was laid 
In ruins. 
Only one store was left standing 
and one side of that was stove in.

Many saw the cyclone coming from the di­ 
rection of HA Cloud and fled for safety to 
their cellar« . 
STILL FINDING BODIES. 
Dr.*. Higbee and Dallivor, of Minneapolis, 
who have been in St. Cloud, say that new 
bodies were being recovered hourly from the 
debris and brought in from the country in 
tie track of tho tornado. 
Twelve injured 
people were brought in, several of whom 
will die. 
Druggist Scuabert’s remains had 
just been found. . 
A t Sauk Rapids thirty-one are already 
dead. 
The list will be swelled to forty. Dr. 
Ames, of Minneapolis, who Is on duty a t S t 
Cloud, told Dr. Dallivor that at least thirty 
deaths can l ut result from the visitation 
there.

A CAMP IN INDIA. 


T H E NATIVE TROOPS OF GEN. ROB­ 
ERTS’ COMMAND NEAR DELHI. 


The G ho o rk a* and Sik h» —Unifo rm» an« l 
O ther F eature» —An E le p ha a t M attery 
o f H eavy G uns—M any Spo rt* and Ex- 
earise» —A PirtureM jae Aa» rmbly. 


The native tro o p« struck me, and I b> 
lieve o ur accredited o fficer* are equally' im­ 
pressed, as being far in advance o f what 
wag lo o k ed fo r, the Gho o rk a^ and Nik hs 
being especially no ticeable, the latter fro m 
their go o d height, fine physique, intelligence 
and general fo ndness fo r the service. 
They 
were am o ng the last o f the native tribes to 
yield to British rule, but Lave ever since 
been the mo st lo yal o f her m ajesty’s Indian 
subjects. 
They were tho ro ughly devo ted 
during the m utiny o f 1W , and did go o d 
service against tho rebels 
Their » tro ug^'d*' 
is abo ut Ameritzer, a city near I .a bo re, 
where they have o ne o f their mo st sacred 
temples, k no wn as the Go lden temple. 
Tho 
Gho o rk as co me fro m Xipaul, in the Him a­ 
laya« , and » ho w much mo re o f the Mo ngo lian 
type o f feature. 
They are a rather sho rt, 
but natty lo o k ing set o f men, arm ed in ad­ 
ditio n to their ride with a large curved 
•heath k nife, which is wo rn o n the belt. 
They are very unrelenting, and rarely 
•pare the life o f even a fallen fo e. 
The field unifo rm o f all arm s o f the ser­ 
vice is made o f a m aterial called k ark eo . 
It 
is a species o f American duck o f a yello wish 
clay co lo r, and co nsists o f a jack et, sho rt 
tro users, and a pair o f leggings called put­ 
ties, being a ro ll o f clo th wo und ro und the 
leg in a spiral fo rm fro m tho ank le to the 
k nee, in a m anner sim ilar to that in which 
race ho rses’ legs are bandaged. 
UNIFORM* OF NATIVES AND EUROPEANS. 
Fo r full <lre» s the native as well as the 
Euro pean tro o ps wear the tunic o f vario us _ 
co lo rs and o f different facings. 
Ked is still* 
the prevailing co lo r, but in co nversatio n 
with o fficers 1 gathered tho impressio n that 
the k ark ee co lo r, o r drab, is the o ne which 
m any favo r, as it so nearly appro aches that 
o f tho so il as to mak e tho » o ldier* alm o st in­ 
distinguishable; and 1 o bserved that when 
in the field, except fo r tho turban which tho 
natives wear a t all times, it was difficult to 
disco ver a bo dy o f tro o ps—esjiecially if they 
were no t o n the march. 
The Euro pean so l­ 
dier also wears his to py o r sun hat with the 
k ark ee. and is less o bservable than the na­ 
tive. 
The Uho o rk as are an exceptio n, and 
do no t wear the turban, but in its stead a 
species o f shell cap, no t unlik e tho jaunty 
headpiece o f 
the English so ldier, 
with 
who m, by thu by, ho fraterui/o - m o re than 
any o ther o f tho native tro o pa 
One o f the features o f this co mmand that 
is especially strik ing to an A m erican is its 
elephant battery o f . heavy guns, which 1 
to o k the pains to examine quite minutely. 
There were really two k inds o f d rau ght 
the elephant and the bullo ck , there being 
eighteen o f the fo rm er and 300 o f the latter. 
The wheel elephant is placed in a x>air o f 
wide shafts, and has a very large, heavy 
and stro ng saddle, no t unlik e a huge cart 
saddle. 
This is attached by a heavy leath­ 
ern band and iro n chains to the shafts. 
He 
has also a stro ng breast strap and breech­ 
ing. 
The lead elephant is hitched in a sim i­ 
lar m anner to that in which the lead ho rse 
is a tandem to ain wo uld be 
The bullo ck s 
acco m pany 
the Battery 
no t 
o nly 
fo r 
draught purpo se, fo r which they use fro m 
fo ur to six yo k es fo r each gun, byt be­ 
cause they are indispensable in time o f ac­ 
tio n, as the elephant will no t stand fire. He, 
realizing the danger, wo uld be liable to 
stampede the guns, and hence is detached 
when the enemy is near, and bullo ck s yo k ed 
in. 
There were so me superb specimens o f 
the latter attached to the battery. 
There 
were ateo two o r three m o untain batteries, 
in which the guns and parts o f carriages 
were o n the back s o f mules. 
*1ANLY » PORTS AND EXERCISES. 
. No t tlie least interesting o r no ticeable 
feature o f the Indian service is the great at­ 
tentio n given to m anly spo rts and exercises* 
Every o ppo rtunity is furnished fo r the d> 
velo praent o f the physique and fo r acquir­ 
ing sk ill in the amusements, o f which the 
mo st daring and j ro bably the mo st po pular 
is tent peggipg. 
This co nsists in riding at 
full tilt and tak ing with the lance a rather 
sho rt and bro ad tent peg fro m the gro und; 
und yo u m ay be a little surprised 
when I 
tell yo u that Gen. Ro berts led o ff in this 
spo rt, and with his team o f fo ur made the 
best sco re o f the seaso n. There w ere num er­ 
o us o ther mo unted and fo o t sp irts, such ajs 
lance against swo rd, swo rd against bayo net, 
swo rd against swo rd, bayo net against bay­ 
o net, tent pegging w ith swo rd, cutting lem­ 
o n« w ith swo rds, tug o f w ar, fo o t racing, 
and acro batic and gym nastic feats. 
The “m arch past” o f the entire fo rce, 
so me 35,000, clo sed the camp o f exercis/. 
It 
was do ne in the midst o f a po uring rain. 
By the time the cav alry and ho rse and fo o t 
artillery had passed the rev iewing po int, 
tha dark so il ho d fceen churned into the co n- 
i tancy o f a thin bed o f mo rtar, and when 
nativ e infantry .po me- bjr, many o f 


» vto ro wo re o r.iy r.ie slipper, tfiere was a 
sad lo ss o f tb ti rnther necessary appendage 
o f the fo o t so ldisr, and £ rather think this 
test may bring abo ut a change. 
All tro o ps, 
native as well a« Kuro fiean, m arched by 
with great precisio n, and the line and dress 
o f the do uble co mpanies—we style them 
divisio ns—were adm irably o bserved. 
As 
the elephant battery passed, the k no wing 
aninip.1» raised their trunk s and saluted, fo r 
which i*uriK>se they fo lded the trunk into 
the fo rm o f the letter 8 , ho lding it square 
to the fro nt 
The appearance o f the gro und in and 
abo ut the » light m o und where the review ing 
o fficer was po sted calls fo r so me attentio n, 
as it was made up o f all so rts and co nditio ns 
o f men, fro m tho se who were in tho hand­ 
so me fo ur-in-hand with native o utriders, to 
the humble peasant who had trudged o ut 
five miles to ree the grand parade. 
There 
wetv nil so rts o f mo unts, b u t chiefly no tice­ 
able were the camels and elephants. 
1 
to u ntei seventy-five o f the latter, m any 
richly 
co pariso ned ¡and 
pro vided with 
ho wdahs fo r carrying the families o f chiefs, 
The sight was tru ly eastern, as all tho na­ 
tives were in ho liday attire, and the gauJy 
co lo rs o f their dress.*« made the assembly 
all the mo re picturesque.—Co l. Flo yd*Jo nes’

A New Phase o f Sw indling W hich ha» K e­ 
ren! ly Ilf en D evelo ped. 
A new phase o f swindling has recently 
gro w n up in this co untry. 
Tlii, is the co un­ 
terfeiting o f o ld co ins and po -tuge statu [is 
with wbi h co llecto rs enrich their cabinets 
Owing to til/ demand fo r such articles o n 
the [» art o f num ismatists and o thers, a 
pro fitable business has gro wn up in co un­ 
terfeiting the o riginals and selling them at 
immensely ad van ed prices. 
Several days 
ago the secret service o ilfi ials « ¡» cured the 
arrest o f certain perso ns in Philadelphia 
who bad in their po ssessio n 4,000 spurio us 
co in» which they had m anufactured fo r this, 
purpo se. 
As there was 110 evidence tha t the 
co ins wo re intended fo r circulatio n, but o nly 
to ro b,co nfiding du[**s o f their mo ney, the 
guilty parties weie allo wed to go unpun 
ished upo n their pro mise to destro y all the 
die* arid plates In their po ssessio n. 
It is no w learned that a firm in Germ any 
is m anufacturing 
United States [» o stagt 
stamps o f a deno minatio n lo ng since extinct, 
which have attained an eno rmo us sale in 
this co untry. 
I was sho wn several so ts o f 
these genuine and spurio us stam ps a t the 
o ffice o f the secret service recently. 
If 
there was any difference, it appeared t * be 
in favo r o f the latter, which in ali 
re-pects 
were the better executed in po int o f co lo r 
and wo rk manship. 
I afterw ard talk ed with 
a lo cal num ism atist abo ut the e.lect o f 
co unterfeiting upo n the sale o f these curio s. 
He said it was no t so gr**at as m ight be sup­ 
po s'd. 
It wo uld be difficult to swindle a 
dealer in ancient co ins, tho ugh, o f co urse, 
peo ple who purchased o f who mso ever m ight 
o iler were ap t to bo tak en in. 
He then info rm ed me tha t silver half-do l­ 
lars co ined in the year IbOi fo und a ready 
sale a t fto m *-'UU to i* 1,000 each. 
The value 
depends upo n the preservatio n o f the co in. 
The dealers have ascertained that there are 
but seven pieces o f this deno m inatio n that 
were circulated, little, if any. 
It is these 
seven which co mmand the highest figure. 
Tho se who se appearance is no t to o much 
disfigured sell readily a t $530, while any o f 
the rem ainder, w itho ut regard to co nditio n, 
nro so ld a t $350. 
It is a little singular that 
ivhiie co ins o f 1503 and 1M)5 are w o rth o nly 
a few cents mo re than their face value, 
tho se o f‘1804 sho uld be rated so expensively. 
The reaso n fo r this lies m the fact tha t in 
DOl the num ber o f half-do llars co ined was 
co m paratively small, and as the» e grad­ 
ually disappeared fro m circulatio n their 
value acco rdingly increased. 
A no ther co in 
fo r which there is great dem and is the half­ 
dunes o f 1*02. 
These are quo ted at fro m 
f 150 to £ 400 each, acco rding to t their state 
o f preservatio n, an I fo r tho same reaso ns 
given abo ve. 
The sums o f mo ney w ithdraw n fro m cir­ 
culatio n and lo ck ed up in these co llectio ns 
is said to be very large. 
The num ber o f 
co llectio ns h ive greatly increased o f hit * 
years, and m any rich men, 
lik e Senato r 
Stanfo rd o f Califo rnia and Iiarri-o n G ar­ 
re tt o f Baltimo re, made it their especial 
ho bby. 
The mo st co mplete co llectio n in 
America, em bracing co ins o f every descrip­ 
tio n fro m the o ld co lo nial days do wn to the 
present time, is in po ssessio n o f Luring G. 
Banna lee o f Bo sto n. 
Its intrinsic value is 
a tribe less than £ 1,200, 
The sum which 
Mr. Barmalee has refused fo r it is sCTOUO. — 
Philadelphia Press. 


The P ub lishing o f Law llo o k s. 
There is o ne branch o i the publishing 
business that is under a serio us clo ud jus* 
no w. 
It is the publishing o f law bo o k s. 
I 
was to ld recently by a gentlem an co nnect' ed 
with a law-publishing ho use in this city 
that the dtemaud fo r bo o k s o f that character 
has fallen o ff mo st rem ark ably within the 
past few years. 
Publishers are very chary 
abo ut bringing o ut new wo rk s, seldo m find­ 
ing the undertak ing pro fitable. 
The rush 
mto the legal pro fessio n has greatly abated. 
There is no t the mo ney in the practice that 
there o nce was. 
So me o ld-established firms 
are able still to divide large fees, o f co urse, 
but, tak en as a who le, the pro fessio n has had 
rather sho rt-picking fo r several years. 
It has been the ex perience o f the o lder 
members o f tbs bar that thers is a gro wing 
disinclinatio a o n the po rt o f their clients to 
litigate. 
The marked tendency o f, the 
times is to ward the settlement o f differences 
by co mpro mise. It has co me to be generally 
understo o d that lawsuits are ex pensiv e, in 
tintt» ' in co sts and in lawy er^ feea 
Mary 


business men have co me to believe that it Is 
better to tak e half and rettle am icably than 
to get o r lo se all a t the end o f a lawsuit.
